These standards are placed opposite 
each other, against the wall prefera- 
bly, and a ten foot one and one-half 
finch curtain pole is run through the 
holes. The standards may then be 
pulled neerly to the end-of the pole. 
or they may be pushed toward each 
other to any desired polnt, or a short- 
cr pole may be used. 

The Zowns or garments are then 
placed on the wowen clothes hangers 
having hooks at the top and the Jatter 
then hung on-the pole, the hooks fit- 
ting the one and one-half inch pole 
very easily.

_ No Mttle surpriaé was ‘created yin 
pmllitary circles a fow. days ago, when 
the announcement of City Solicitor 
Mikel waa-made, ‘that. the, building 
long. occupicd by ‘tho! officers of the 
15th Regiment and the grounds upon 
which it is built Is the property of 
the city and not of the Government. 

_ Sinee this announcement, the Liente 
Colonel af the 49th Regimeat has been 
communicated with. by the City Soli- 
cjtor and asked if he was. prepared, 
on -behalf of his Regiment, to mako 
an offer for the premises for tho use 
of No. § Company of his; Keziment. 
It is needieas to my, the 49th has 
no jntention of investing Ma that.or 
any other property, but, being desir- 
for use; 
as an independent armory fdr No. 1 
Company of that Regiment, which 
compiny has its headquarters in Belle- 
ville, were In correspondence withthe 
Militia “Department in Ottawa, ‘with 
that object in view, when Mr. Mikel, 
City Solicitor, exploded his bomb- 
abell in the camp, placing’ au parties 
hers de combut. 

The question was at once asked, 
What does all this mean? Upon en- 
quiry we learn from. -the. Solicitor 
that -when an arrangement waa en- 
tered jnto, between the Militia De- 
partment and the city, for the «c- 
turing of land upon which to build 
a drill hall, it was agreed that the 
city, shou'd purchase the Jand and 
deed “jt to the Government, and that 
upon that being done, the old drill 
shed property shguld be transferred 
in fee simple to the city. No deed, 
however, ‘was passed, the pabemar: 
agreeing to hold said” property 
trust for the city.. This course was 
adopted, -we understand, to mect a 
doubt that existed as to the right 
of a corporaijon to take a deed for 
property mot requited for use by 
said corporation. This was all care } 
ried out, Government aBe- yeley being 
parties thereto. 

The city carried out its part of the 
agreement, purchased land upon which 
to erect au Armory, bad it deeded to 
the Government, and received from 
the Government 2 right to tne old 
drill shed property. Subsequently 
the Government disposed of the pro-; 
perty purchased by the ejty for 
Armory purposes, and pufchased the 
property upon which the new drill 
hall is built. To this transaciion phe 
city was not rade a party. Nor was 
the original agreement with the Gov. 
eroment, in re the old drill shed pros 
perty, ju any way chinged or ynodi- 
lied, hence the city claims che pro. 
perty upon which the old drill shed 
stood and all the buildings thereon, 
including, of course, th: officers 
quarters, ? 

Now, what is the Government's po- 
sition?) The Deparunent of Militl 
decided £0 build a drill hall in Belle 
ville, it) obtained land under an 
sgreement from the city upon whish 
to build it, but subscquently sold. it, 
and pecurcd by purchase the propere 
ty upon which to build it, prepared 
plins and apecifications, submitted 
them to the Department of Vublic 
Works, which Department catered 
into a contract with Bir..Stuart. to 
ereet tho building, one condition of 
the contract being that he (the con. 
tractor) should have, Gut must -re- 
mnove, sil obstructions tnd buildings 
Which might be found upop the pro. 
perty. Under this and other provi- 
sions in the coutract Mr. Stuart pTo- 
eceded with his work, presuming 
that the whole-property fronting on 
Pirnacle street, Bridge 
the opera house) and om! the west 
side of Church street, formed part 
of the Government property for mil- 
ilary purposc,y. 

In addition 20 the Armory 
has been erecigd, cement walls have 
been built afOund.the whole proper- 
ty, upon which an iron railing Is to 
be placed, and all the grounds have 
been aodded. . 

To add to {his interesting account 
of drilt hall Diundering, there has 
been built some 30 or 40 feet of the 
cast end of the Armory on the land 
which the City Solicitor says abe- 
longs to the city.

Hclifax, N.8., Dec. 1.—Interest in 
the Marine enquiry here is intense, 


Two important points were brought 
out in evidence. It was shown that 
hsrdware and ship chandlers supplied 
the Departinent by firms here was’ 10 
per cent. higher in every case than 
the local retail price, 

It wes also shown: that Longard 
Bros. had done jobs for Marine Agent 
Parsons on several occasions, amount- 
ing to several hundred dollars, and 
although some of the work had: been 
done several years ago the bills had 
never been collected, 

The enquiry promises to extend over. 
the whole week. 

W. G. Robertson of Wm. Robertson 
& Son, hardware merchants, was the 
first witness at the afternoon session. |, 
The sales to the Department during 
the three years amounted to $55,000. 
There ‘had been no written contract 
for these goods. 

“Have you any knowledge of any 
others tendering for orders?” asked 
Mr. Watson. 

“There must have been, but I don’t 
know; about one-third went without 
tender at‘all.”

Village Lock-Ups. ? 


Several villages in the English Mid- 
lands possess in more or less ruined 
state their. old parish lock-ups, com- 
monly known ns round-housey. Bree- 
don, a Leicestershire village, close to 
the South Derbyshire border, pos- 
seases its piock-ipes & quaint stone 
boilding 18 fcet high and 8 feet 5 
inches in diameter inside. Tho walls 
are 16 inches thick. The door is of 
stout. oak, studded with many large 
iron nails. The lock is very strong, 
and the keyhole is covered with an 
iron umlate; which itself has to bo un-, 
locked by a spanner before the door- 
key can be inserted. Ventilation is 
afforded by small holes punched in an 
iron plate, 6 inches by 7 inches, fixed 
in the centre of the door. There is 
no window.

FLIES AND SHEEP. 


Pine Tar and Dipping to Protest 
Health of ths Floct, 

Fly time is op, nnd sheep, espe- 
elally rams, should be watched closely 
for maggots. <All rams should have 
liberal quantities of pine tar arpund 
the borns, which will prevent the Oy 
from depositing her eggs. When pres- 
ent turpentine or dip will dislodge 
them and pine tar will beep them 
ayay, writes an Obfo breedcr in the 
Natlonal Stockman and Farmer. The 
Jong and middle wool sheep are more 
annoyed by the common house fy than 
the Merinos and sbould have a dark 
woods or an underground cellar or 
cave in which to spend the day. A 
single fly will prevent one of these 
sheep from thriving a whole day. _ 

The owner of a grade flock of Shrop- 
shires once took the writer to the 
mouth of a cave In which his sheep 
spent the daylight of summer, secure 
from files and inn climate very nearly 
like .the native conditions of the 
Shropshires of England. He lamented 
the Joss of the manure, but the loss 
was more than made up in/the-condi- 
tlon of the sbcep. ‘ 

Look out for the pidfy. Her egss 
are deposited In th¢ nostrils of the 
sheep and almost as/soon-as deposited 
Move up Into the sfnuses of the head, 
and the sheep has b fn the bead.

British Guiana has, like the Govern- 
ments of Canada, New Zealand, and 
Natal, shown a wise consideration for 
the wolfare of the native population. 
A curious exception, however, is made 
in the case of a native drink called 
“piwarrie,” which is a production of 
the cassava flant. It is permissible 
under the ordinance for meetings to 
be held for the consumption of ths 
beverage during the months of Jan- 
vary, June, and December; but they 
ean be attended only by aboriginal 
Indians. Any other person present 
is liable to a fine.. There is: nothing

Of all places on earth outside the 
arctic @nd antarctic regions Kerguelen 
Land, in the Indian ocean, is the most 
isolated and inhospitable. Indeed, it 
is generally known to mariners not by 
its official title, but as Desolation is- 
land. 

Most nations bave owned It by turns, 
but it bas been sooner or later aban- 
doned by them al} as worthless, and 
this although it covera an area vari- 
ously estimated at from 1,500 to 2,000 
square miles. At present France {s in 
nominal possession of it, she baring 
annexed it in 1883. 

The soll 1s utterly barren. Practi- 

cally the whole of the interior [s cov- 
ered with snow ficlds of unknown 
depth, whence glaciers flow down to 
the sen. Where there are no Ww 
fields there are morasses and hidgen, 
treacheroug mudholes, 
’ The clim¥te is probably the worst in 
the world. Terrific tempests follow one 
another practically without ceasing 
and are accompanied by torrents of ice 
colg rain, hail, slect and snew. Tho 
Challenger expedition spent a month 
there, during which time there were 
only three fine days. And this was in 
December-January, when it is mid- 
summer in those latitudes,

Checkered Career of the Brilliant Gtone 
. After the Death of Charles the Timid. 
© Bome ‘Facts About the Invention of 
Diamond Cutting. 


\ Jouls de. Borquem, says tradition, 
was & poor jeweler’a workman, but 
he fell in love with the daughter of a 
wealthy joweler. ¥his avaricious fa- 
ther would not give bis daughter. in 
marriage to\'any man not possessed of 
gold. Louis, baring neither “expecta: 
tions” from relatives ‘nor favor at 
court, sought to make his fortune. He 
had often heard the father of his be- 
loved remark that the man who discov- 
ered a method of ‘cutting diamonds 
would become very wealthy, for up to 
that time they knew nothing more 
than to scrape off.the gravel, and the 
diamond was left in {ts native state, 
Nether. ime, fire nor.the mill could nf- 
fect the diamond, 4 

After many Investigations ond deer 
thought Louls bethought himself shar 
{rons fashioned with steel, which {9 
ouly hardened fron, and Jt occurred to 
him that perhaps the diamond would 
yleld to the dinmond. He made an 
experiment, which was at once crown- 
ed with success. 

A.few days later be presented him- 
self before the rich Jeweler with two 
@lamonds cut Into facets, He obtained 
fee hand he sought and amassed a 
great fortune by bis secret, which he 
Qivulged only after be bad become 
wealthy.” 

King Charies the Timid was the 
principal. customer of Louis de Ber- 
quem. The fastidious enctny of Louls 
XI. then possessed a large diainond, 
since become celebrated, accounted 
among the finest of a stones. 
But thid diamond wag il! shapen, %d 
the fires which St held burned in vain, 

Louls de Berquem cut and polished 
this stone, and nothing could cqual the 
Joy of Charles the Timid when the 
Jeweler brought him the great dia- 
mond, £0 glitteriog with light that ft 
Ut up the darkn and this to such 
on extent that the Prince sald, “It will 
serve me asa night lamp.” Berquem 
received 3,000 ducats for his work. 

As for the dlamond, this fs the one 
which was found In January, 1477, on 
the body of Charles the Tim!d. nfter 
the battle of Nancy. A soldier picked 
ft up, sold ft for one gold plece to a 
priest, who in turn sold It for three 
Pleces of gold to a merchant, who took 
{t to the Duke of Florence. 

From the hands of. this prince it 
passed into the possession of the king 
of Portugal: ):He* sold’ it: for 70,000 
francs to one of the companions of 
Uenrl 111, Nicholas de Harlay, baron 
of Sancy. Since this tlme the first 
large dlamond to be cut is known as 
“the Sancy.” 

This legend leads to other considera- 
tions of the ecntting of diamonds as- 
eribed to Louls de Berquem at Bros 
sels In 1465. 

Hardly any one will assert boldy 


date, but {t fs reasonable to suppose 
that Iouls de Perquem regulated ent- 
ting by arranglug the facets, 

Long before the-birth_of Louls de 
Lerquem cutting was known In India. 
Even In Europe we find nmong the 
treasures of the churches thick dia- 
monis cut Into table and culet, the 
upper sides beaten Into sections. In 
1360, necording to the Inventory of the 
Jewels of Louls, duke of Anjou, fs 
found an entire series of cut diamonds, 
There 1% mention of a flat diamond 
with six sides, of n heart shaped din- 
mond, of a diamond with cizht sides, 
of a lozenge shaped diamond, of a dia- 
nidnd: pointed on four sides and of a 
reliquary fn which was set a diamond 
cut in {he shape of a shield. 

History informs us that 150 years 
before the first werk of Louls de Ber- 
quensy there were at Paris, nt the cor- 
ner of the Cerroyerie, several diamond 
cutters. 

The Duke of Burgundy, after 2 fas- 
tidlous,repast given at the Louvre to 
the king and the French court In 1403, 
offered to his noble guests eleven din- 
monds estimated to be worth 780 
fileces of gold, the money of the pe- 
rlod. 

it Is-hardly possible to suppese that 
these ,were uncut diamonds; all of 
which goes to prove, notwithstanding 
some opinions, that Louls de Berquem 
did .not invent the process Ge diamond 
cutting. 

It fy no less interesting to follow the 
fortunes of the fancy a2 little further. 
It remained fn the Saucy family some 
time, and MHenrl 11J,.took it from 
them, It was destined to serve as a 
pledge’ for the raising of a body of 
Swiss soldiers, but the servant intrust- 
ed with bringing thiq diamond to the 
king: was. attacked, put to death, and 
the’ diamond way thought .to be lost 
Muially It was ‘discovered that the 
servant had been assassinated fg the 
forest of Dole and through the care 
of the priest hnd been buried {0 the 
Village cemetery, Then the Baron de 
fancy resolved that the dlamond must 
not be'lost.

St. John’s were no better, but Hali- 
{2x outstrips them both. One wit- 
ness declared ‘that his firm charged 
the Government 10 per cent. more 
than the ordinary sclling price, an- 
other 20 per cent. and another told 
the Judge they netted’ in some cases 
100 per cent. profits, and the reasons 
given for these excessive . churges 
were thus explaincd in answer to 
questions put by Judge Cassels:

“A jobbing 
vhop is a ‘charity shop,’ and it's only 
by overcharging on some jobs that 
we make the wholo year pay."

ONLY A BOY; YET A TERROR. 





This Youthful Desperado of the South: 
western Territories Was but Twen- 
ty-one When He Met Death ‘at, the 
Hands of Sheriff Pat Garrett. 


When General Lew Wallace was 
governor of New Mexico and the war 
that raged for several years between 
the rival cattle companies was at its 
helght “Billy the Kid" had ‘reached 
the’ flood of his murderous career, He 
arrived in Lincoln county to take sides 
in the cattle warfare, known and 
‘feared in every range town and min- 
ing camp in the southwestern terri. 
tories. 

Pure wanton love of carnage waa all 
that attracted him to Lincoln county. 
With the band of desperadoes he led 
be raided ranches, “shot up” towns, 
killed, burned houses and committed 
outrage after outrage with the btlnd 
recklessness of n maniac, Fear wax 
extinct within him. He cared no wore 
for detachments of cavalry than liv 
did for cowerlng sheriffs. 3 

Affairs in New Mexico finally came 
to such a pass that half the cattléemcu 
pald the youthful desperado tribute. 
It was only after Pat F. Garrett was 
mado sheriff of Lincoln county and the 
author of “Ben-Hur” (General Wal- 
lace) urged that fearless gun Sghter 
and gambler to capture Billy the Kid 
that a determined effort was miade to 
end his reign of terror. 4 

The obstacles that Garrett had to en- 
counter called for all his headlong er- 
ergy and nerve) Billy had the entire 
countryside in a state of abject terror; 
friends were ready to give him timely 
warning of pursult; ranchmen dared 
not deny him Jodgment or conceal- 
ment. : 

Pat Garrett undertook the capture In 
October, 1880, and,on Dec. 20 he gur- 
rounded the Kid and his band a 
Geserted house near Stinking Springs. 
After a siege lasting most of the day 
the outlaws’ ammunition was.exhbaust- 
ed. Billy the Kid surrendered, He 
and his four followers, surrounded by 
@ great force of armed men, were taken 
to Las Vegus and thence to Santa Fe 
for safe keeping. 

An array of indictments charging 
murder confronted him. He was tried 
on one indictment and acquitted, then 
tried on another and convicted. - He 
carried himself throughout with sneer- 
ing defiance. After be had been sen- 
tenced to harig*Garrett took him to 
Fort Stanton, near Lincoln. Two depu- 
ties armed with Winchesters were as- 
signed to guard him in the temporary 
jall in the Murphy & Dolan store bulld- 
ing. 

In some mysterious fashion the 
Eid ‘possessed himself of a revolver, 
shot down his guards, seized their 
Weapons and: appeared at the window. 
When another ghard appeared the 
prisoner_riddled his ‘body with buck- 
shot. Then he called to an old man on 
the plaza to bring him a file. Filing 
off one of his shackles, he called for a 
horse, One was brought, and ho cs- 
cape. . 

For nearly three months after that 
Billy the .Kid led a -fugitlve life. 
Garrett dogged him patiently and final- 
ly got wind of his hiding place—the 
ranch of Peter Maxwell, near Fort 
Sumner. It was nearly midnight when 
Garrett and two deputies quietly ap- 
proached thg Maxwell hacienda. Gar- 
Fett crept into the room where Max- 
well was siceping.,’ Softly awakening 
the sleeper, he questioned him concern- 
ing the whereabouts of.the Kid. 

At that moment the hunted. youth 
sprang into the room, calling ont In 
Spanish, “Quien va?" (“Who comes 
there?’) It was Billy. Ie was un- 
armed, ‘and as ho reached for his rifle 
Garrett shot him, The body of Wil- 
Mam Bonney (Billy the Kid). was bur- 
fed in the military cethetery at Fort 
Stanton July 15, 18S1; * His age at the 
time of his death was twenty-one years 
seven months, Tbcro his body 1s to- 
day, though in later ycars a corpse was 
exhibited throughout the west as that 
of the famous young outlaw.—Harper’s 
Weekly, ;

Conservatives Say Reverses Mean End 
of. Present Government. 

London, Dec. 7.—The Conservative 
politicians and press are raising o 
chorus of joy over the defeat of the 
Government's Education Bill, and are 
prophesying ‘the carly termination of 
the: Liberal administration. 

The collapse of the Government's 
two most presensious and most care- 
fully prepzred measures within a few 
‘Inys of each other, together with the 
Liberal defeat inthe Middlesex Par- 
linmentary election, following several 
szecessive rebuffs at the polls, give 
support to the assertion that the Lib- 
erals have Jost the country’s confi- 
dence, 

Ou this ground the Government's 
cpponents are urging it to: invite a 
vote uf confidence by going b2fore the 
country in a general election, and are

THE HEART.

What Happens to This Patient Organ 
When it Is Overstrained, 


The heart is a lone suffering and 
patient organ, and Yortunate it is 
that this is so, for even the gentlest 
or the laziest person puts burdens 
on it that any less obliging organ 
would resent to the extent of quitting 
work, 

The digestive organa do this some- 
times, and the result is much suffer- 
ing ‘for the time being. But when 
the quarrel is patched up-and’ the 
offender ceases to abuse these useful 
and necessary parts of the. body life 
g0es on as before. 

The heart cannot stop work for. 
minute, for if it should life would 
end at once, and so human. natpre 
presumes upon its knowledge of fhis 
and puts all sorts of difficult ks 
upon the heart. 

There is a limit, however, that 
cannot “be exceeded, especially by 
those wha have passed the fortieth 
milepost; without risk, if not’ instant 
death, at jeast-of chronic invalidism. 

The heart is q muscular bag, di- 
vided into-four compartments, the 
function of which» is to pump the 
blood to all parts of the body, which 
it does by the regular contraction of 
its walls. In health and under nor- 
mal. conditions this. pumping action 
g0cs on regularly and quietly, But 
when an impediment is offered to the 
flow of blood in the arteries, such as 
occurs during active exercise or un- 
der the streas of some ‘strong mental 
emotion, such as grief, anger or great 
joy, the muscular wall must con; 
tract more forcibly. 

If the opposing force continues be- 
yend a certain time the ‘heart 
tired, and ita’ cavities dilate a Little, 
while its action: grows more rapid. 
The sign of this is shortness of 
breath. Young athletes, by a course 
of judicious training, ~ gradu 
strengthen the hear} muscles so jfat 

ere 
forcible contractions. 
tho organ is elastic 
retirns to its normal 
h in the absence of trainipg, 
as soon as the strain is reduced.£ 

In later life, however, the elaatic- 
ity, disappears, and a severe tax on 
the organ, such as bicycling uphill, 
running or even a strenuous game of 
tennis when one is “soft,” may re- 
sult in a dilatation which. is not re- 
duced readily or which may even 
persist as a crippled heart, making 
its owner more or less of a permanent 
invalid. 

Every person over fifty should 
avoid severe physical strains of all 
Kinds. He should exercise rly 
—walking is the best kind of exercise’ 
for the heart—but he should’ avoid 
unusual feats of running, bicycling 


-or even horseback riding if he woyld 


keep his heart in condition to last as 
long as the other organs—up to 80.or 
100 years, which is the natural limit 
of a well spent life. ~ 3

the center of the plant hung a stem 
about one-fourth of an Inch wide.

There wis nothing remarkable about 
that, but when he approached the plant 
and touched the stem the latter at once 
began to coll itself up Uke a roll of 
tape. Subsequent examination show: 
ed him that the stem was a tube, open 
at the lower end and connected with 
the roots of the plant by a series of

‘The Work It Did'tn Denmark Before: 
Being introduced Here. 


In a recent issue of The Outlook 
Mr., Jacob ‘Riis, the well-known phil- 
anthropist, has this to say of Christ- 
mas’ stamps, such os sre now being 
sold in support of the Muskoka Free 
Hosiptal for Consumptives: 

“Tt was in October, 1904,!that a com- 
mittee of filteen met in Copenhagen 
to devise ways of putting in practice 
the idea of a Christmas stamp, advanc- 
ed by 8 postal official, Mr. Holboell. 
Ido not know how much of it was 
original with him. ‘There has been 








in Austria, and in Holland whezce 
there came recently o wail begging 
peoplé to buy them for stamp collec- 
tions, And I know that they were 
considered in Gerinany, Sut tor sone 
renson, I believe, did not find favor. 
I think I can guess the reason. They 
didn’t have the right spokesman. It 
remained for Hans Christian Ander- 
sen’s. countryman to enlist Santa 
Claus. With him as their champion 
they don’t have to ask anybody to 
buy the stamps in Denmark. They 
only trouble is how to print enough. 
The people, the king, and the post 
office think of nothing else than how 
they can best help along the cause. 

“Thisswas the upshot of the com- 
mittee’s work: That two* million 
stamps were to be printed, and sold 
through the postoflices at two ocre 
tach (about half a cent) during the 
Christmas season—to be exact, from 
December 9 to January $—the pro- 
ceeds to be used in building a hospital 
for tubercular children, something 
like our Sea Breeze in New York. The 
Government stipulated only that the 
stamps should be ‘different in size 
and shape from the ordinary postage 
stamps, so as to be ensily distinguish- 
able from them. Zhe Christmas stamp 
is not good for postage; every other 
way it ia good—for the man who buys 
it and puts it on his letter; for the 
clerk who concels it with a glad 
thought for the little waifs with every 
whack; for the postman who delivers 
the letter with a smile as broad and 
ns good as Christmas itself. The proof 
that they like it is this: that they re- 
Tused to a man to take anything for 
their work. In the plan of the com- 
mittee there wna provided a small 
profit of ten oere on each sheet of 
fifty stamps, for the local posteffices, 
but it was refused. Thoy all wanted 
to help. 

“The newspapers joined hands; that 
waa another part of the plan. Posters 
telling of it were put up everywhere: 
TDenmerk is a small. country, and a 
thing gets quickly to be talked of 
from one end of. it to the other,

The 
two million became four, then six. 
Business houses asked the. privilege 
of retailing the stampa; but that was 
refused. They were told to buy them 
at the postoffices, and they did. Many 
business houses let no letter or pack- 
age pass: out in the holiday season 
without the Christmas stamp. The 
executive committee of four that was 
appointed to manage things had their | 
hands full giving out stamps. The: 
were not allowed to give out mu¢! 
else, Labor, office rent, furniture— 
everything, outside of the actual print- 
ing of the stamps—was given to them. 
When it was all over, it was shown 
thet 4,113,000 stamps had been sold 
and paid for—sbout two for every 
man, woman, and child in the coun- 
‘try. The children’s hospital had to 
its account in the savings bank 68,- 
000 kroner through this penny sub- 
scription. 

“That was the first year’s showing, 
when the matter had been talked of 
only a month or two. I saw in the 
Danish papera that last year’s re- 
eciptsa—the third season’s—were nearly 
four times as big. The hospital is 
built, I suppose, by this time. or un- 
der way, und out of a small begin- 
ning has grown a great benefaction. 
But that is not the greatest thing 
recomplished, to my mind, — The 
thought itself, with its power of set- 
ting everybody to thinking of a great 
wrong that ean only be righted 
through everybody's thinking of it, 
deserves that place.

It was learned thet Mr. Taft, when 
he gocs to Panama, accompanied by 
several eminent engineers,’ will test 
finally whether the lock eanel plan, 
with the questionable Gatun Dam, is 
to be continaed, or whether, while, 
there is time, the plan shall be chang- 
ed. It will thus be plain’ that the 
visit of the President-clect to Panama 
is to’ be of the most momentous im- 
portance, 

The President, it is snid, renlizes 
that if he insists on the lock plan be 
ing continued and it should prove to 
be a failure, it will greatly reflect on 
hia fame, There have been many gis- 
quicting things about the Gatun Dam 
schéme and the entire lock canal plen, 
including the constantly mounting fig- 
ures of the total probable cost.

BRITISH HOUSE CLOSES

Asquith Government Has N>t 
Been Very Successful. 





Of Ten Important Measures Only Five 

Become} Law—Lords Reject Licens- 
if, Education Is Withdrawn, 
en’s Bonusing Mezsure 
‘ Reed, and Two Others Fail 
to Matérialize. 


London, Dec. 21.—6o far as practical 
work is concerned, the first session of 
Parliament under the Premiership of 
Herbert H. Asquith, came to an end 
Saturday. The two Houses will meet 
again on Monday, but only to receive 
the King’s assent to bills already pazs- 
ed under, when they will be pro- 
rogued until Feb. 16, 

Many minor laws were enacted dur- 
ing the year, but of the ten impo: 
measures foreshadowed in the Kin}’s 
speech, only five find a place in t 
statute book. Those are the old-age 

nsion bill, the Irish universities 

ill, to which assent was given before 
adjournment for the summer vaca- 
tion, and measures fixing eight hours 
as the time miners shall work under- 
‘ground, providing for the purchase of 
the London docks at $115,000,000, and 
placing them under a central auth- 
ority, and a bill for the better pro- 
tection of children. This last named 
bill for the better protection of: chil- 
dren, prohibits juvenile smoking and 
eims at preventing minors from visit- 
ing saloons, 

Of the other measures projected, the 
licensing bill was rejected by the 
House of Lords; two education bills 
were withdrawn beesuse of the failure 
of the church party and the noncon- 
formists to report a compromise; the 
dills that aimed at the better housing 
of the working classes was put off 
until the next session, while the pro- 
mised measure for Irish land valua- 
tion never saw light and the Irish 
land purchaze bill was dropped. 

The session widened the brezk - be- 
tween the Liberals and the House of 
Lords. The rejection of the licensing 
bill, for which the Liberals claimed 
‘they had received a mandate at the 
election of 1996, nugmented the bad 
feeling resulting last year from the 
rejection or mutilation by the Lords 
of the eduention, plural voting and 
Scottish land valuation bills. 

There is still talk of the dissolution 
of Parliament and an appeal to the 
country agninst the action of the 
Lords, but it is more likely that Pre- 
mier Asquith will try another xession, 
the main fenture of which will be the 










_budeet, introducing radical changes 


in taxation. These changes include 
the reform of the ineome tax, a hich 
license for saloons and taxation on 
land values, which would chiefly of- 
fect brewers, Innd owners and the 
wealthier clasars and which the Lib- 
ere] leaders believe would prove ponu- 
ler with the masses.

Cobalt, Dec. 21.—Through the acci- 
dental expiosion of « portion of a stick 
of dynamite, which hed. remained in 
a drill after the original discharge 
without its presenece being suspected, 
two men weer killed outright in the 
Temagami Gold Reefs mine, ard a 
third so terribly injured that he can- 
not recover, 
The dead are: Michael Doherty, sin- 
gle, aged 21, North Bay; Alfred Rioux, 
single, aged 22, Sudbury. The .injur- 
ed are: William Brennan, married, 
eged about 45, Cache Bay; may die; 
Eun. Lalonde, badly cut and bruised, 
ec will recover; — Lavallee, slightly 
hurt. . 
Two other miners were at the bottom 
of the shaft, 75 feet below the sur- 
fev, nt the time, but escaped with, 
their lives. 
The explosion occurred several days 
ago, but information has sant 
eu here. The accident is thp“most 
serious that has thus far occurred in 
Cobslt mining operations. 
The remains of Doherty and Rioux 
have been sent to North Bay. The 
nen were almost literally Blown to 
ieces. The explosion shattered large 
sections of rock, which were hurled 
with terrific forces upon the miner 
working in the shaft. One flying frag- 
inent struck Brennan on the forehead, 
inflicting terrible injuries. 
When taken to the surface, it was 
found that a portion of the brain had 
exuded, but that he was still breath- 
ing. He waa removed to the hospital 
at New Liskeard, and Intest advices

The sale of stamps in aid of the 
Muskoka Free Hospital for Consump- 
tives is by no means a new idea. Its 
success has been proven . elsewhere 
gant as it is being proven here. The 

New York Herald says: 

On fea pas of letters ey peckages 
carry messages and tokens o! 
good will this holiday scason there 
will appear a now stamp, the stamp 
of the Cross Society, now placed 
on the market at a cent each to raise 
funds to enable the society to extend 
its work against tuberculosis where 
organized effort is not now ~being 
Anade to stamp out the disease. 

’ New it New York, the stamp idea 
has been tried with marked ‘success 
in Pare and last in the Btates 
of ware Pennsylvania. 
Though the idea is essentially Ameri- 
can, having first been used at a sani- 
tary fair held in Boston in 1862 to 
raise funda for work on the battle 
fields of the South, it has not since 
‘been used for that pu: until the 
Portuguese and Dapi 4 Red + Crosa 
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adopted it as a means to raise funds. 
lta great success in these countries 
attracted the attention of Jacob A. 
Riis, himself a Dane, and led to its 
oe by the American’ society. 
Those who attended the sessiona of 
the International Congress on Tuber- 
culosis in Washington, in September 
and October, and heard the experts 
of the world describe the progress 
made in the study and control of the 
disense, and who saw the great exhi- 
bition connected with the Congresa 
in the Museum of Natural History, 
were impressed by, the new note of 
hope sounded. This crusade had its 
beginning in the work of the German 
Red Cross, following the, discovery of 
Dr. Koch that tuberculosis is trans- 
missible by the tubercle bacillus. One 
of the mogt interesting contributions

presented at the Congress, to accom- 

pany the exhibit of the German Red 

Cross, -was ae book describing the 

latter’s fight against tuberculosis. 
Many Portable Houses. 

The campaign of the German Red 
Cross began ten or eleven years ago, 
when it had on band many hundred 

rtnble houses designed for use as 

ospital barracks in time of war. 
These were converted to use for the 
housing of tuberculous patients. From 
this beginning has grown the present 
highly developed work. The Russian 
Red Cross was not long in following 


the example set by Germany. Some } 


tuberculosis work has been done _b: 
the Austrian Red Cross. Other Re 
Crosses’ have undertaken different 
kinds of “peace activity,” the Japan.’ 
ese, for instance, campaigning against 
a native plague, the Italinn Red Cross 
azainst malaria and the Congo: Red 
Cross against the sleeping sickness. 
The advent of the American Red 
Cross to the field was welcomed hy 
the National Asaocintion for the Study 
and Prevention of Tuberculosis. After 
consultation, the Red Cross decided 


at first upon extablishing tuberculosis 
day camps, which are places, in ot 
nenr, cities, where tuberculous pa- 
tients may find the conditions essen- 
tinl to improvemont and cure—rest,. 
air. licht and proper food. The first 
Red Cross day camp in America was 
opened in Schenectady on June 29, 
and was conducted three months in 
co-operation with the Municipal 
Tuberculosis Dispensary and the local 
charities. ‘The District of Columbia 
Red Cross soon ‘after opened another 
camp. Camps will be opened next 
spring in several other cities. 

The largest of all the Red Cross 
day eamps was opened on December 
1, on the roof of the Vanderbilt 
Clinic, which is the dispensary of the 
College of Physicians and Surgeons, 
the medical department of Columbia 
University. The clinic fitted the roof 
ond furnishes physicians. The ex- 
pense of nursing and feeding the forty 
patients is being met by the New 
York Connty Red Cross. Eventually 
there will bo accommodation for more 
than one hundged patients, and the’ 
exmp will -bowane a nicht camp as 
well. Other czmp< will be opened by 
the county committee as soon as 
receipts warrant. It is hoped that. 
tho sale of the -Christmes stamps will 

} ba so snecessful that camps may be 
opened in every district of the city. ' 

The new stemns have been gotten 
out by the million. No one makes 
eny profit on them, and_ practically! 
every cent goes into the fight against 
tuberculosis. Where the Red Cross 
is not undertaking work of its own, 
it is helping other tuberculosis work, 
Rut the raising of money is not the 
sole_purnose of the Christmas stamp, 
As Jacob Riis says: 

“Every one who sees this stamp on 
n letter or post card “wants to know 
what it means. And, whon people 
wont to know the fizht is won. It is

Two travelera ‘pir ne returned to 
St. John’s, NoWfoundland, after a 
visit to the fatuous Grand Falls in 
Labrador, havy given a glowing de- 
scription of thfir trip, which occupied 
some ten weeks.

London, Dec. 21.—It is impossible 


to ignore altogether the complete 
change in the attigude which has tak- 
en pl in the past year in the Eng- 


lish press and among Englishmen 
large towards President Roosevelt. 

The developments of the past fort 
night have been of such 4 nature thot 
even friendly critics have been‘led to 
speak openly on this subject. It 
would be ensy to quote manifold com- 
ments {rom the best exporents of pub- 
lic opinion of rebuke to President 
Roosevelt for his unrostrcint and un- 
dignitied language. . 

A single exaifiple from a leader -ia 
Saturday’s Globe, however, will show 
the trend of English feelings. It says: 

“Roosevelt is so grest a man in 
many respects that It is a thousand 
pities thet he cannot contrive to be 
greater. The offe2 which he still 
holds is ore of the highest to which 
any human being can aspire, and the 
enormous power for .good whica it 
confers haa wpon the whole been 
worthily exercised by ita present oc- 
eupant, 

“Tt is, therefore, with feelings of .ré- 
gret and repulsion that we xec the 
President of the United States de- 
scending into the gutters of contro- 
versy and endeavoring to outvie the 
very Bowery in New York in violence? 
and coarseness of his abuse. 

“Roosevelt talks of lying, of blact- 

sil nnd of scurrilous libel. He de- 
elares that his Parliament is deeply 
concerned over the fact that sceret 
service agents are investigating the 
conduct of its members, and recom- 
mendé the criminal prosecution of a 
newspaper which has dared to attack 
hia Government. 

“Roosevelt had far better recom- 
mend the prosecution of himself for 
the heinous offence of degrading bo 
Presidential office by mingling in so 
did and disgusting disputes. The 
gincer which, to use hia own words, 
he itnparted into Taft’s campaign, has 
evidently entered his own system, and 
the result is a very melancholy spee- 
tacle. 

“Tt was a betrayal alike of the tra- 
ditions of a great office and of the 
simplest canons of good tasté even to 
throw himself into the esunpaign at 
all, but having done so and having 
stioaeded, he might surely have spent 
the Inst few months of hic occupancy 
of the White House in an atmosphere 
of personal dignity. 

“To preserve to the end the man- 
ners and language of au angry fish-wife 
is not the way to win the ,respeet of 
his own country, or of any other.”

The Law In Europe at One Time 


Msde It a Crime. 


The secretary of the London Men- 
dicity society reports that strect beg- 
ging is on the increase. He has 
statistics to prove his words, ut 
course, but he claims that indivcrim- 
inate almegiving is o crime. 

It is interesting 10 recall that a 
eode of European law in force for cen- 
turies did actually make almagiving 
a crime, always punished severely, 
with denth in certain cases. But this 
was 1,000 yeara‘ago, before the dawn 
of our hoppy civilization. It must ve 
confessed, however, that there was 
an‘appearance of common sense about 
the famous Grajas code, which ruled 
Norway, Iceland and much of Eng: 
land doubtless in its time. 

It began by laying down’ strict 
rules to make each family support its 
own indigent members or to show 
sufficient cause for the failure. This 
is the essential principle of a sound 
rystem of) poor relief, which we have 
suffered—to lapse under the direction 
Of progress. Having thus provided 
for the resnectable class of paupers, 
ns it may be put briefly, the legiala- 
tor could deal firmly with roving 
mondicants and their abettors. And 
he did. 

It is worth while to observe, how- 
ever, that the family pauper had a 
gnardian or trustee, appointed by the 
district council, who was responsible 
for. his decent enbsistenee. Hf this 
man did not fupill hia duty or tried 
to exeape it he incurred the terrible 
penalty called exclusion—confinement 
in his honse for three sears, Any 
ose who found him outside was free 
fe ill him. :

Government and Takes Charge. 


Port of Spain, Dec. 22,—Vice-Presi- 
dent J. Vicente Gomez, to whom Gen. 
Cipriano Castro. handed over the 
Presidency on his departure for Eu- 
rope, has established a new Govern- 
ment in Venczuela. 

He has replaced the old Ministry, 
the leader of which was Dr: Joso de 
Jesus Paul, the Minister of Foreign 
Affairs, who has been the one, figure, 
outside of Castro himself, in the nego- 
tiations that ‘culminated in the oust- 
ing of: Minister De Reus and the 
severance of diplomatic relations with 
Holland, with a new body of men 
who represent various factions in the 
state and who have figured promin- 
ently in various ways in the political 
history of the country. 

The new Cabinet is com: as {fol- 
lows: Minister of Interior, Linares 
Alcantara; Minister. of Foreign Af- 
fairs, Gonzalea Guinaud; Minister of 
Finance, Munoz Tebar; Minister of 
War, Gen. Regulo Olivares; Minister 
of Fomenn (patronage), Rafael Cara- 
beno Obras; Minister of Public 
Works,, Roberto Vargets: Minister of 
Public Instruction, Dr. Maldonado. 

Secret advices received here {rem 
Carecas; where the strictest censor- 
ship is being observed, indicate that 
the whole. of Venezuela has been-in a 
ferment ever since President Castro 
sailed and that the crisis was reached 
a few-days ngo, when it became ne- 


cessary for Acting President Gomez 
to take decisive steps, which he did 
by- eliminating «from his Cabinet 


those who were closely affiliated with 
the Castro rule and under the Castro 
domination. . 

The revolutionary factions. which 
gained strength with every hour of 
Castro’s absence, played a prominent 
part in the demonstrations against the 
absent President, which took the form 
of rioting and incendiarism. These 
were temporarly checked be a show 
of foree, and Inter the révolutionary 
influence that threatened to swecp the 
country wrs overcome in a menzure by 
promises that could not be held long 
in abeyance. 





NOTHING DECIDED. 


Hon, G. P. Graham Discusses Future 
of Intercolonial Railway. 


Ottawa, Dec, 22.—With reference to 
the published report that the Govern- 
ment was now considering the pro- 
posal to lease the Intercolonial Rasil- 
why either to a private syndicate for 
n term of years or else to one of the 
railway companies now .onerating in 
the Maritime Provinces, Hon. G. P. 
Graham, Minister of Railways, atated 
yeaterday that while he had been con- 
sidering for the past year various aur- 
gestions looking to a bettenment in 
the mansgeement,of the rond and the 
overcoming of the present annual de- 
ficits, no definite ‘scheme ‘had yet been 
evolved for. consideration by the 
Government. 

“The road is now being well man- 
aged,”” said Mr. Graham. “by our 
present staff, of officials. Various pro- 
posals have been made in many aunr- 
tern from time to time involving 
cither the leasing of the Intercolonial 
to a private company or turning it 
over to a commission to operate. T 
am open to conviction ss to any im- 
nrovement that might be sucrested, 
but as vet I am not prepared to re 
commend to the Government the 
adoption of any definite new line of 
prlicy. T have. of course, noted the 
various suggestions now being meds 
in the press, but so far the solution 
af the question is confined- more to 
the newspapers than to any Govern- 
mental action.”

That Import Duty ts Unnecessary 
- —America’s Supply Will Only Last 
40 Years and England's Seven. 


Washington, D.Cy Dec. 22.—That 
the steel industry ofthe United States 
has reached a point where it-does not 
need protection= but can stand alone 
in competition with the world was 
the feature of the testimony of An- 
drew Carnegie yesterday before the 
committees on ways and mesns. of the 
House of Representatives: 

He expressed phe oplaion that wages 
would not be redu if the tariff was 
lowered or removed entirely. He waz 
utterly opposed to un income tax, be- 
lieving, as he seid, with Mr, Glad- 
storic, that such a tax produced a 
nation of liars. zs 

Mr. Carnegie interspersed his testi- 
mony with humorous remarks. He 
suggested that Congress should oxtend 
a vote of thanks’ to Mr. Schwab for 
his work in improving the methods cf 
steel making. . 

“I never met his equal,” said Mr. 
Carnegie, “and when. we were part 
ners we were a great team.” . 

Mr. Carnegie was not willing to deal 
in figures. He anid; “The mere figures

Car- 
negie declared that the removal of the 
duty on steel would not necessarily 
affect the price, because Europe could 
not successfully compete with the 
American product. He said also, that 
if the figures given .by former wit- 
neases were absolotely correct, stecL 
stock would be selling far below par. 

Mr. Carnegie spoke of the difficul- 
ties he experienced with directors ig- 
norant of the steel business. ‘I grad- 
ually bought them out and got men 
like Schwab aronnd me, and we made 
the cheapest steel that has ever been 
mele.” 

“You have been out of steel some 
time," said Mr. Payne, “ean you tell 
us where we con ret the figures on 
the present cost of making steel?” 

“JT don't know whether you enn get 
the figures,” was his reply. “If a 
judge was interested in a cause, you 
would’ not respeet his Cecision would 
you?” he nsked, referring to ihe steel 
manufacturers who have appeared be- 
fore the committec, 

Mr. Cernezie asserted thet at the 
rate at which iron ores are being ex- 
trneted the supply would be exhaust- 
ed in forty yearns.

Englishmen Who Started For Geld 


Fields Have Disappeared. 


The mysterious disappearance and 
thee death of two spoung Eng- 
men bound from Edmonton to th¢ 
placer gold diggings on the Ingenica 
river last summer is the essence of 
another tale which has just reached 
tbe outside from the recessea of the 
lanesome wilderness - of the - north. 
Messrs. T. R. Wiléon ond A. Luffen- 
den. arrivals from Port Essington by 
steamer: *Camosun recently, 
brought the ‘report. 
On March 23, ‘Harry Phipps and 
Matthew Turomion started from Ed- 
monton for the Ingenica. They bad 
spared no expense in securing 4 good 
outfit for tlic long pverland trip, and 
with four horses loaded down with 
provisions and camp equipment they 
expected to make the journey without 
privation or great hardship. 

On June 4, the, two men reached 
Fort Grahame, on the Findlay river. 
They had made fairly good time con- 
sidering .thnt they had not pushed 
their animals which were all in the 
best of condition. Supplies were 
rather low and these they replenished 
while resting at Fort Grahame, They

Finally the-Indians reported the dis- 
appearance of the men to Hudson 
Bay Agent Fox at Fort Grahame. 
About this time ‘Messrs. Wilson and 
Luffenden ran across the camp, and 
learning the facts of the case they 
took an inventory of the supplies and 
took the horses to Fort Grahame. Mr. 
Fox took: charge of the animals and 
sent out a report of the case to the 
Government agent at Hazeltor: 
While the fate of the men is a my=- 
tery, it is generally believed they 
were drowned. It is not believed 
they could have gpt lost, as they had 
the river to guidd them even if they 
had strayed away from their camp. 
Mr. Fox, at last accounts, was awail- 
ing the arrival of an expert Indian 
tracker to send him out to search for 
the bodies of Phipps and Tummon.

An Invention That Was‘ Long After 
Printing Press. 


It was. within half a century from 
tthe invention of printing that book 
{Plates were introducd as identifying 

marks to indicate the ownership o! 
i the volume. © 
| Germany, the fatherland of print 

ing from movable type and of wood 
cutting for making impressions it 
ink on. paper, is likewise the home 
land of the book plate. 

The earliest dated wood cut of ac 
cepted authenticity is the well known 
“St. Christopher of 1423," which wa: 
discovered in the Carthusian-monas: 

tery of Buxheim in Suabia.* 
| It was to insure the right of owner 

ship in a book that the owner had i! 

marked with the coat-of-arms of the 

family or some other heraldic device. 

Libraries were kept intact and passed 

from generation to generation, bear 

ing the-emblem of the family. 

The first bouk plate in -France is 
dated 1574; in Sweden, 1575; Switzer 
land, 1607, and Italy, 1623. The earli 

! ost English book plate is-found ins 
fs volume once the property 0}

The carliest mention of the book 
plate in English literature is b}

TRIBAL. CUSTOMS. 


Missionary Has Made Interesting Dis- 
coveries Regarding Papuans. 


A Methodist missionary in British 
New Guinea—now known as Papua— 
Rev. W. E. Brownlow, has added to 
the world’s knowledge of the curious 
and little known races of the great 
North Pacific island by the discovery 
and partial taming of o new tribe. 

The race {n question consists of 
about 20,000 blacks, living nt 2 place 
ealled Dobu. The customs of the 
race are most curious, The immigra- 
tion policy is more drastic than that 
of “White Australis,”” for all strang- 
ers have either to full mem- 
bers of the tribe or be eaten. When 
dealing ‘with Mr. -Brownlow, — how- 
ever, the difficulty ‘was got over by 
making bim a father of the tribe. 

Women ‘have great influence in the 
affairs of the tribe, and. their duties 
are quite distinct from those of the 
men. The men clear the bush and 
dig the ground, then the women pre- 
pare it and plant yams, the crop’ bs 
ing theirs. Ifa man ‘wanted ‘any 
yams he had to osk for them. The 
banana patch, however, was his own 
property. Wives were obtained by 
purchase. If 1 man paid well for hia 
wife he could ‘thrash her occasional- 
ly, birt she. could leave him if she did 
not like it, and go back to her own 
village, where she still had a home. 

In the religion of the people, con- 
tinued Mr. Brownlow, there wag some- 
thing of aneestral worshin, A de- 
ceased relative was regarded ng sa- 
ered, and his name must not be men- 
tioned gn pain of death. An excep- 
tion wes made in.the case of anyone 
being ill, and givon up by the medi- 
cine man." The invalid ‘might then 
epil.upon the name of an ancestor, 
fivoking him to brine back the spirit 
of the dying man. Their heaven wax

Prof. Clark Murray, of .Montreal, 
preached the university sermon in 
Convocation Hall, Toronto, to a 
large congreg3tion, and gave utter- 
ance to the following truthfai!l re- 
marks.

‘The reference ts, 
however, tantalizingly vague just 
where explicitness would have been of 
curious interest, though hardly of any 
real importance to a sensible mind. 

The reference occurs in a privately | 
printed volume of reminiscences by 
Inte Captain ans Fiemlng, It N., 
sailor of some distinction, but better 
known as a naturalist. Writing in the 
winter of 1805-0 (be gives no precise 
date), he describes in a letter a meet- 
ing with Lady Meg, whom, It will be 
noticed, be calls “old Lady Meg.” al- 
though at that tlme she was but forty- 
nine. She had so early In life taken up 
ab attitude of resolote spinsterhood 
that there was a tendency to exnggerate 
her years: 

“Today in the park I met old Lady 
Meg Duddington, It was plercing cold, 
but the carriage was drawn up under 
the trees. The poor spaniels on tbe 
opposite seat were shivering. She stop- 
ped me and was, for her, very gracious. 
She only ‘Lord belped me’ twice in the 
whole conversation. She was full of 
her ghosts and spl her seers and 
witches, She has go®hbold of an entire- 
ly pew prophet.

As he implies, 
he had had a long acquaintance with 
the Dunstanbury family and took a 
particular interest in anything that re- 
lated to It. Nevertheless what he suys 
ay {ts place here. It fits In with and 
explains Lady Meg's excited and mnys- 
tleal exclamation to Mr. Pindar ‘at 
Morpingham, “They may speak through 
her!’ Apparently “they bad spoken, 
to what effect we cannot even confec- 
ture unless an explanation be found in 
a fetter of the Kravonlan perlod in 
which Sophy says to Julia, “You re- 
member that saying of Mantis’ when 
we were In London—the one about 
how she saw something banging in 
the alr over my. head —sometbing 
bright.” That is all she says, nud 
“something bright’ leaves the matter 
very vague. A sword, a crown, the 
nlmbus of a salut—Imagination might

ADY MEG left London for Paris to- 
ward the end of 186 or the be 
ginning of 1866, but wo hear 
nothing of her dolngs until: the 

early summer of 1808. The:vel} lifts 
then, eo far as it ever lifts from before 
the face of the Paris period, and 
shows us the establishment in the 

Rue de Grenelle, A queer picture ft is 
in many ways, It gives reason to think 
that the state of mind to which Lady 
Meg had now come Is but mildly de 
scribed as eccentricity. 

“The eminent Lord Dunstanbury, 
Lady Meg’s father, had been one of 
that-set of English Whigs and Liberals 
who were much at home in Paris in 
the days of the July monarchy, Among 
his friends was 4 certain Marquis de 


Savres, the bead of an old French fam-, 


ily of royalist principles, This gentle 
man had, however, accepted the throne 
of Louls Philippe and the political 
principles and Jeadership of Gulzot 
Between: ‘him and Lord Dunstanbury 
there arose a close intlmacy, and Lady 
Meg as a girl bad often visited in the 
Rue de Grenelle. Changed as her 
views were and separated as she was 
from: most of her father’s coterle ia 


tween ber and the Savres family had 
never dropped. The present head of 
the family was Casimir de Savres, a 
young man of twents-elght, an officer 
of cavalry. Belng a bachelor, he pre 
ferred to dwell in a small apartment 
vn the other side of the river, and the 
famlly house in the Rue de Grenelle. 
stood empty. Under some arrange-’ 
ment, presumably a business one, for 
Marquis de Savres was by no means 
rich, Lady Meg occupled the first floor 
of the roomy old mansion. Here she 
1s found established. With her, besides 
three French servants and uo English 
coachman—she has for the time ap- 
parently shaken off the cpanlels—is 
Mile. Sophie de Gruche, in whose favor 
Sophy Grouch has effected an unob- 
trusive disappearance. 

This harmless If somewhat absurd 
transformation was carried out with a 
futile elaboration smacking of Lady 
Meg's sardonic perversity rather than 
of Sopbg’s directer methods, Sophy 
would probably have clalmed the right 
to call herself what she pleased and 
left the world to account for ber name 
In any way It pleased. Lady Meg must 
needs Ot her up with a story. She was 
the daughter of a creole gentleman 
married té an English wife. Her moth- 
er being early left a widow, Sophy bad 
been brought up entirely {n England; 
hence ber Indifferent acquaintance 
with French. If this excuse served a 
Purpose at first, at any rate it soon be- 
came unnecessary. Sopby’s marked 
talent for languages (she subsequently 
mastered Kravonlan, a very difficult 
dinlect, in the space of a few months) 
made French ao second native tongue 
to her within a year,

Only More Settlers Will Ever-Rid the 
Country of the Pest. 


* Those whose ‘lines haVe been cast 
in; places where the Canadian ‘gopher 
pee: its penta bese: 00 eater Tecol- 
ections o! ny... ruped, 
which has so strong a reditection for 
the farmer’s wheat. The ‘creature’ 
longs to a family of rodents, the var- 
fous species of which are scattered 
‘all over North America... One branch 
tejoices in the possession of cheek- 
pouches, but the Canadian variety has 
no such adjuncts, and is an offshoot 
of the Californian family. It is met 
with oll over the vast prairie lands, 
and attains a length of, perhaps, ten 
or eleven inches on the average. His 
hair fs of a light brown hue, with 
white breast. Here and there one 
may see 8s gopher with black spots, 
but this type is by no means so com- 
mon _as the other. The hind-quarters 
are largely developed, and the little 
creature is often seen squatting on 
his hams, the while he utters a plain- 
tive squeak. The teeth are powerful, 
especially in front, while a bushy tail 
swings behind. The gopher is a bur- 
rowing animal, end makes its nest 
of grass or anything soft.

GREATEST VICTORIAN ACTOR. 


Loyalty Was Sir Henry Irving’s Chief 
Characteristic Throughout Life. 


All great men possess many {necta, 
but if I were asked to describe the 
outstanding quality of Irving’a char- 
neter in a word t should unhesitat- 
ingly _write—loyalty, says a writer in 
The London’Sphere. He was loyal 
throughout life to the men and wo- 
men with whom he was associated a5 
n thousand and one little lettera 
breathing the graces of old-world 
courtesy show. :

one color, which does not permit of the 
hard contrast of a black shoe and 
stocking against a.light gown. 

The only trouble with silk stockings 
is the washing of them. If the laun- 
dress {s not an expert in that-line a 
delicate and expensive pair can be 
easily ruined. : 

The best way Is to fill a basin with 
warm water and soapsuds, Let the 
stockings soak a few minutes, then rub 
gently and rinse again with water of 
the same temperature. If the stock- 
ings are white a little bluing sbould 
be put in the water both times. In 
that way you will avoid having them 
turn that pecullar shade of yellow that 
all silk 1s sure to do, 

Using a few! drops of turpentine in 
the water with the soap will prevent 
the most delicate shades, such as pink, 
green and blue, from fading. 

Tan stockings are the most difficult 
of all to manage. They will cet a 
greenish tinge to them that Is the 
despair of the owner, for it is impos- 
sible to keep them from running, no 
matter what care Is taken, and the 
water in which they nre washed {x 
suré to be discolored. :

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She Has Not Much’ Need For Her 
“Army, Such ‘as ‘(tiles 9) 

While for generations Central Amér- 

ica has been the scene of frequent rev- 

olutions and nearly all of the countries 

there bave been torn asunder by civil 

wars, yet Costa Rica has been exempt 








mained peaceful and loyal to the con- 
stituted authorities, She stands out to- 
day as a conspicuous exception to her 
sister republics, and practically with- 
out a navy and with an army of less 
thar? a thousand men, the country il- 
lustrates, in the habits of the people, 
in their cordial greeting to foreigners 
and foreign capital, in the confidence 
shown in each other and in the jus- 
tice of the government, that the arts 
of peace are’ the best paying invest- 
ment any nation can make. Her army 
fs.rarely needed; and during an inter- 
view which I had with her distin- 
guished president, Cleto. Gonzales Vi- 
quez, he told me that revolution at 
home was out of the question, and as 
Costa Rica had not had a claim from 
& ferelgn country for fifty years there 
was not much likel[hood of an army 
being needed to fight a forelgn foc. 
Any healthy Costa Rican between 
tho ages of elgbteen and forty may en- 
list in the atmy. The soldiers are 
usually from the poorer class and 
come from the rural districts, many of 
them being of Indian descent and hay- 
Ing very little education. The period 
of enlistment Is only four months, and 
at the expiration of that time they 
may go to thelr homes or reenlist, 
which many of them do. While the 
greater part of the time fs spent at. 
drills, four months’ practice is hardly 
sufficient to make a well disciplined 
soldier, evpn if he is anxfous to Icarn 
and applies-bimself assiduously, and 
the Costa Rican soldier has both of 
these qualities, The army uniform ts 
bilae duck, and many of the men are 
without shocs—as one of them sald to 
me, because he preferred it through 
“force of habit _and becaure he was 
more comfortable In bis bare fect. He 
was reared In a village where boys 
tarely wore shocs, and as he grew to 
ees the habit still clung to him.—

THE SECRET SERVICE 


Chief Wilkie’s Methods of Fighting the 
Counterfeiters. eo 

Under Chief Wilkie’s administration 
the entire country has been divided 
{nto districts, to which certain opera- 
tives are regularly assigned to cover 
the routine work in each particular 
territory. In case of emergency they 
are assisted by. special men detalled 
from headquarters at Washington or 
by. members of the secret fleld force: 
who aro constantly traveling orer the 
country. Chief Wilkie is always to be 
found at headquarters except on the 
infrequent occasions when be deems a 





case of sufficient importance to take’ 


personal charge of the field work. 

One of the most valuable features at 
headquarters {s the private “rogues’ 
gallery,” a cabinet which contains the 
photograph of practically every man 
who has ever won a place in the his- 
tory of counterfelting. This cabinet ts 
used In connection with a filing sys- 
tem. or identification bureau, which 
enables the secret service to place its 
hands at any time upon the history 
and achlevements of two or three gep- 
erations of coin makers, With mate- 
rial furnished by several hundred ar-. 
rests every year these files contain 
records of romance and adventure tha: 
if elaborated would surpass anything 
ever written In fiction. 

There are stories of the Johnson 
family, the Moses gang, William E. 
Brockway and others who are remem- 
bered as having produced paper notes 
which for skill and excellence of work- 
mansbip rivaled those turned out by 
the government’s own engravers. © 

It is a maxim of the secret service 
that the plate is more dangerous than 
the man, and an operative will nover 
rest until be has lald bis hands on the 
plates from which a counterfeit issue 
bas been printed. By the same token, 
the engraver Is the most important 
man In a gang of counterfeltera—they 
usually work In groups—as upon his 
skill depends the success or fallure of 
their work.—George Lewis fo Van Nor- 
den’s.

The Anglers’ Laws, 


— 


The following communication 2p- 
pears jn the Gananoque Journal of 
Dec. 24. It contains’ much sound 
sense. Substitute Gellcvitle for Gan- 
anoqu.s wherever it appears and tho 
lecter will fit the case of this: City 
pearly as well as it will the vastera 
town. Ic is worthy the attentive 
perusal of all jnterested in the pre- 
scrvauion of Canadian fish und same: 

Sir,—At a meeting of the St. Law. 
ren River Anglers’ Association heid 
here during the post summer, a re- 
solution was passed asking that leg- 
isation be passed prohibiting the sale 
of bass jn the stute of New. York. 
The reason of this being, in the pro- 
vince of Ontario the sale of bass is 
prohibited and it was upon the re- 
quest of the Carnadjan anglers that 
this was done. Instead of the Ang- 
lers’ Association pushing this mut- 


ter, we understand from an article 
in “Forest and S.teuin’s that they 
have formed a Guide's Association, 


which is just what the Auglers’ As- 
sociation ‘wanted, as jit suits their 
purpose much better and only ap- 
plies to fish eanght in New York 
state. The guides agree lo carry our 
New York state laws. Every resident 
of Gananoque is well aware of the 
fact that Americans do their bass 
fishing in Canadian waters and laws 
are totally fguored in every way. 
Ameritans Will leave AleXandrja 
Bay, Clayton, T. J. Park and their 
residences with their yachts and 
guides, and ¢gome to the bass grounds 
of Canada, such as Gordon Island and 
the North Channel apd numerous oth- 
er places. They, do“not even call at 
a Canadian port or spend gne- cent 
in Canada, but return to the 
American side in the evening. We 
Canadians are paying for the protec- 
tion of our fish. {f a Canadian goes 
to the Adirondacks .to fish he pays 
for the privilege.. The International 
Park arrangement is purely organ- 
ized in the interest of hotels on tho 
American side and is strongiy supe 
ported by hotelmen and people who 
are interested in having people come 
to the American towns in the Thou- 
sand [Islands region, while the law 
of New \York state demands that a 
Canadian fishing in American Waters 
must have a license. The American 
ipspector may Wink at this owing to 
the fact that there is no good (ish 
to be caught jn ihe Americun Wat- 
ers, but the jaw ja there just the 
same, and is enfereed strictly. An 
argument was put forward that the 
Americans stocked the lake and river 
With bass—thiys also applics to Cane 
ada. Large quantities of fish were 
deposited jn the lake and Buy of 
Quinte and tributaries from Cana- 
dian hatcheries. Is it not ‘time this 
Internatjonal Park arrangement Was 
done away with? Hon. Dr. Reaume 
stated to the deputation from the 
Tawn Council of Gananoque thai the 
Americans had never carried out 
they pare of the agreement. He did 
not hpprove of it aud asked the opin- 
jon Bf the deputation present. Mex- 
srs. Gibson, MacMurchy, MePartland 
and Inspector Toner agreed that it 
was In the interest of Canada, and 
of Gananoque, if these Americans 
would come to Gananoque iind use 
our guides and boats, ieaving Con.

Ottawa, Dec. 26.—Dr. ‘A. G. Wills, 
a prominent mining man of tha fYu- 
kon, who spent a ‘fow days in the 
Capital this week, .gave a reporter 
somo interesting information regard- 
ing? tho new $100,000,000 dredging 
schome which is being Installed in 
the Klondike mining district in op- 
position to ihe Guggenheim's 
mense plant. phe 

‘As far as tho work had gona, Dr. 
Wills said great succeas bad attend- 
ed the cfforts of the contractors. The 
cutput of tho mings would not be 
large for some time while the new 
ditching was boing completed, but 
still thers would be no glut of la- 
bor thrown Into the Yukon  eettle- 
mont {cr tho winter, as hundreds of 
mon would be kept busy in connec- 
tion with tho new plant. keeping it 
id repair. 

Talking about dredging a nethods, 
the doctor declared that great ad- 
yanca had been mado the past year 
and that especially satisfactory was 
the work of the modified form uf hy- 
draulie dredging at Bomnza Creek. 

Tho new operation, expinined the 
doctor, consisted in having an end- 
less chain of small buckets, the samo 
as on 9 dredge only lighter. These 
little bucketa which ram {rom ao steel 
tower at the shaft mouth to the bot- 
tem picked up the dirt and zold and 
brought thom to the surface, while 
tho water was brought up at the 
samo time by means of centrifugal 
yamps under hydraulic pressure. 


1 An incident never known before to 
happen in ‘the Yukda in connection 
with dredging operations was that 
which oceurred this year on the Ca- 
nadian Klandike Co. property. In 
referring to it Dr. Wilks said:

Brings Ceath and Ruin. 





Three Lower: Provinces Are Swept 
and City of Messina !s Almost Wip- 
‘ed Out—Dead and Dying Litter the 
Streets—Fatalities Greater Than In 
Many Years—People Are Fleeing 
In Terror From Scene. 


Rome, Dec. 29.—Tho three provinces’ 
of Cosenza, Catanzaro and Reggio di 
Calabris, comprising the department 
of Calabria, which forms the -south- 
Western extremity of Italy, or “the, 
toe of the boot,” were devastated yes- 
terday by an earthquake, thd far- 
reaching effects of which were {elt 


almost through the entire country. 
The town of Messinn, in Sicily, was 
portialy destroyed, and Catania was 
undated, In Messina hundreds of 
houses have fallen, and many persons 
have been killed. AIA 
The fate of entire regions within the 
zone of the earthquake is unknown, 
but reports received here up to a late 
hour last night indicate that the "havoc 
as been great, and the destruction 
to life and property more terrible 
than Italy has experienced in many 
years. The uncertainty of the situa- 
tion has filled nll Italians with the 
deepest distress, for they still have 
fear that the day may come when that 
art of the country, which seems to 
have been most blessed by nature, 
will be destroyed by the blind forces 
of that same nature which nearly 
Nineteen centuries ago overwhelmed 
Pompeii and Herculaneum. b) 
All reports show that the present 
catastrophe embraces a larger, area 
than the exrthquake in 1905. The tidal 
wave which followed the earthshocks, 
on the eastern coast of Sicily sunk 
vessels and inundated the lower part 
of Catania. It is known that a num- 
ber of people were killed in that place. 
The rushing waters carried every- 
thing before them and caused an in- 
describable confusion. 
The Italian Government has: pro- 
cecded energetically to concentrate at 
the points of greatest need troops and 
engineers. Members of the cross 
were despatch to various places, an¢ 
camps and provisions were immediat~ 
ly prepared, all ‘available railway lines 
and warships being used for their 
transport. 

The city of Messina ha» suffered 
probably more than any other place, 
the latest information coming indir- 
ectly from that. quarter stating that 
two-thirds of the town was destroyed 
and several thousand ‘persons killed. 

The steamers» Washington and 
Montebello, which were in the harbor 
later, p ed to Catania, Joaded 
with injured, who were sq stupificd by 
terror that they seemed unable to rea- 
lize what had happened, simply say- 
ing that it looked as thongh the end

At Catania, the psnic-stricken peo- 
ple, fearing shocks, absolutely refused 
to re-enter their houses and are camp- 
ing in the squares, which are free 
from water, and the surrounding coun- 
try. The tidal wave sunk 500 -boats 
there and did great damuge to several 
large vessels and steamers, including 
the Austrian “steamer Buda. 

Not only did Catania suffer from tho 
effecta of a tidal wave, but a similar 
body of water inundated the hand- 
some streets of Messina, which flank 
the harbor, covering them with a 
thick layer of mud, which rendered 
difficult the succoring of the wounded, 
many of whom could be seen lying un- 
der the wreckage. It is reported that 
the villages of Faro and Ganzirri, ad- 
joining Messina, has disappeared. 

he effects of the earthquake were 
aggravated by fire from an explosion 
of gas, the flames of which swept 
along several of the streets, adding 
terror upon terror? . 

In Calabrin, the region around 
Monteleone, was most affected. The 
village of Stefanaconi, the inhabitants 
of which number 2,200, was prnctical- 
ly destroyed, Only five persons were 
Killed, but many were injured. Mons. 
Mornbito, the Lishop pf Mileto, who 
distinguished himsglf, in the carth- 
quake of 1905, did valiant work again 
yesterday. He rushed into places 
where the rin was the greatest and 
brought aid and encouragement to all. 

Thousands of people abandoned 
their homes, although a terrifle rain- 
storm prevailed, and_ filled the air 
with lamentations: and prayers. In 
some places, such as Brizzo, Cotrone, 
Santa Severena and Piscopia, the peo- 
ple had the courage to enter the 
churches slmost while they were {nll 
ing and enrrying out the saints. They 
bore these in procession through the 
open country, invoking the: mercy ©!

“Infernal is the only word that will 
adequately describe" the fearful and 
terrifying sesnc. When the first shock 
came most of the city was fast asleep. 
I was awakened by the rocking of the 
house, windows swayed and crockery 
and glass crashed to the floor. The 
next moment I was violently thrown 
out of my bed to the floor. I was 
half-stunned, but knew that the only 
thing to do was to make my way out- 
doors. ~ * 

“The streets were filled. Everybody 
had rushed out in their nightclothes, 
heedless of the rain falling in tor- 
rents. Terrified shricks arose from all 
sides, and we heard heart-rending ap- 
peals for help from the, unfortunates 
pinned bencath the ruins. ‘ 

“Walls were tottering all’ around 
us, and not one of = party ex 
to esenpe slive. My brothers and sis- 
ers were with me,andin a frenzy of 
terror we groped our way through the 
atreets, holding ovr own against the 
panicstricken people, clamboring over, 
piles of ruins, until we finally reach- 
ed a place of comparative safety. But 
this wns not done before T was struck 
down and badly injured by 9 piece of 
furniture that fell out of the upper 
storey of a house. ass 

“All along the rond we were jostled 
by scores of flering peoples hall-clad 
like ourselves, The houses seemed to 
be crashing to the ground in what- 
ever direction we turned. 

“Suddenly the sen bezarr to come ine 
to the town. It seemed to me that 
this must mean the end of everything. 
The oncoming water rolled in a huge 
wave, accompanied by a, terrifying

“The sky was aglow with the re.
